On Trinidad To Roles 


Kent oth Balderson, of Mag- 
rath, who has spent the past 
thi03 \i?f j in Trinidad, an is¬ 
land o:V the cciast luf South 1 
America, was the guest speaker 
at the Rotary luncheon on Mon 
clay last and gave o very inter ¬ 
esting talk o n the Islaivl, its 
people, clinm'te, products and 
importance. 

Trinidad is 76 miles long and 
25 miles wide, and waa at one 
time a part of the mainland of 
ScUtlh America. The water sep 
crating the two is still quite 
shallow. It is one of the British 
West Indies and its importance 
right now lies i n the large U. 
S. naval base which has been 
built Uh'31‘0 during the past two 
years, and the oil that it sup¬ 
plies for aeroplane fuel and for 
ether purposes. 

The c.limate is pleasant, and 
the ti ,V>ical heat is tempered 
by the north east trade winds 
which blow dtieadily across the 
island. The average annual rain 
fall is 80 inches, alnd growth of 
aV vegetation is very rapid. 
Sugar caine, which has replaced 
cocoanuts as the main crop of 
the island, had brought a great 
deal of werltth to it he islands, 
the labor situation making it 
so that it can be produced 
with pibfSt to all concerned. 
Most of the land is now con, 
t * VI by British ermpeoies. 
The can e is transported from 
the plantations to the mills on 
light railways and thei;c r 
cnishdi and the juice rolled 
out ar.d then refined. 

/lout dr 0,000 people reside 
on the nlnivl, one-third negices 
fr n Africa one-third East 
Indians amd the other thiiM 
made up of nil other races. The 
negroes do most of the manual 
labor, the Indians Uie office 
and clerical work, and all are 
very primitive in most respects. 

The refined oil is sent mostly 
to Britain, and during the war 
v> ar r. great many tankers have 
ioc-.i sunk by enemy action. 

The talk was greatly enjoyed 
by the members present and 
Kenneth was invited to come 
again.

The Lino Elevators Association 
has completed germination tests on 
11,000 samples of farmers’ seeds, 
an increaso over last year of nearly 
2,000. All samples have been tested 
twice, and many have had three 
tests. This means a total of nearly 
25000 tests and, if you like big 
figures, 2,500,000 seeds! Not one 
complaint h"s so frr reached the 
office. 

Once, again, wo lake the liberty 
cf reminding farmers that if they 
cannot identify a!l weeds on their 
farm?, they may be making serious 
trouble for the future. Small patches 
of perennial weeds can be destroyed 
cheaply; but, later on, eradication 
may cost as much as the land is 
worth. It is only necessary to col¬ 
lect good specimens, including 
flowers and roots and take .them to 
the nearest line elevator agent. He 
will forward them to us, and we will 
identify the weeds and indicate 
whether or not they are likely to 
be serious pests. Or, weeds may 
ho sent to any Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farm, Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture or University. 
The importance of this matter can¬ 
not be over-stressed. 

The Line Elevators’ weed bulle¬ 
tin, “An Illustrated Guide to Prairie 
Weeds,” is available through line 
elevator agents or by writing to 
the Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Line Elevators Associa¬ 
tion, Winnipeg. 

It is now nearly four years since 
the Line Elevator Companies organ¬ 
ized this Department to serve 
prairie farmers. Each succeeding 
year has brought increased demand 
for services and publications: this 
is an ample reward.
